the Jury of six men and 


a woman, after a, retire- 


ment of 50 minutes, returned, a unanimous verdict 


of Guilty against Mak Chan-yuen,,

farmer, who was accused of, killing a woman, Ng 
Lin, alias Ng Mei-fan, aged, 20, on the evening of 


October 6 last. 


Donning the black cap, Mi Justice Gould passed sen- 


tence of death. 


His Lordship exeniptad the J ury from further service 


for a period of two years, 


Mr A. Hooton, Crown Counsel, 
together with Mr Patrick Yu, 
Crown Counsel, ossisted by Det- 
Insp, W. B. Serngg, of Shamshul- 
po CID, conducted the prosecu- 
tion while Mr Y, K. Mok, 
instructed’ by Mr K. F. Wong, 
was assigned for the defence. 

The trial,, which-opened on 
Monday morning, attracted cone 
siderable public interest, 

The murdered woman was 
stated ta be the sweetheart of 
the accused and her decomposed 
body was found on the hillside 
above the Laichikok Amusement 
Park on October. 9, 

In the course of a summing- 
up which oceypled_an ‘hour and 
40 minutes, Mr Justice Gould 
mentioned - that the sclentific
